c6tfe tantfit da I'autre, il les a 
poussees toutes dans une mema 
direction et leur a insuflle un 
meme esprit, si bien qu'on a le 
droit de lui attribuer en propre 
I'ensemble de cette oeuvre. 

Plus admirable encore, et abs- 
olument original, est son c6te 
createur. 11 ne sulfit pas, en eftet. 
pour deerire la morale Koranique 
da dire qu'elle a conserve at con- 
solide le patrimoine des anciens et 
quelle a concilie les dillerentes 
vues qui avaient divise leurs suc- 
cesseurs. H faut ajouter qu'elle a 
agrandi et embelli cet edifice sacre, 
en y joignant de chapitres tout-a- 
fait nouveaux et hautement prog- 
ressifs, par lesquels elle a acheve 
a jamais l'oeuvre morale. 

Dans la presente etude, nous 
aurons a oonsiderer les preceptes 
pratiques du Koran en eux-memes 
et dans leur stade delinitif. Or il 
suflit de feuilleter lei Extraits que 
nous en donnons a la fin de ce 
volume pour se rendre compte de 
lampleur et de la beaute de cette 
institution. 

Notre methode d*expoaer, dans 
cette branche, differs assez de 
celles adoptees par nos predeces- 
seurs. 



En premier lieu, n'ayant pas 
juge neceasaire d'epuiser les pas- 
sages ayant trait a Vaction, nous 
nous sommes contentes tfeB «\eV€t 
un nombre suifisamment represen- 
tatif pour etablir les differentes 
regies de la conduite. 

Ensuite, nous avons essaye, 
dans la mesure du possible, d'eviter 
les repetitions. 

Enlin, au lieu de suivre l'ordre 
des sourates (comme Ghazali) ou 
l'ordre alphabetique des concepts 
(comme La Beaume), nous avons 
adopte un ordre logique. Les textes 
■out groupes en chapitres, suivant 
le genre de rapport que la regie a 
pour object d'organiser; et, a 1'in- 
terieur de chaque categoiie, nous 
avons distingue phwieur* petits 
groupes de textes, auxquels nous 
avons donne des sous-titres resu- 
mant l'enseignement particulier qui 
s'en degage. De maniere a permet- 
tre au lecteur ce trouver lacilement 
le precepte qu'il aura a chercher. 

L'ensemble des textes ainsi 
ordonnes constitue un programme 
complet de la vie pratique selon le 
Koran. Comment l'homme doit-il 
ie comporter en lui-meme, dans sa 
famille, avec les hommes en general, 
quels sont les principes qui doivent 
regir les rapports entre gouverneurs 
et gouvernes, entre E'ats ou c^m- 
munautes; comment faut-il rendre 
le culte a Dieu. Tout y est dit, de 
facon claire et assez definie. 
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Cet ordre logique, nous le 
trouvons chez certtins savants 
chi c ites tel que A. M. el-Ardabfli, 
mort en 993 H. dans sa "Dourrat 
el-Baiane" et A.I.A. el Djazai'ri en- 
Nadjafi, mort en 1150 H., dans ses 
Kalal'd ed-Doura^ " Mais cea deux 
livres, qui peuvent etre considerea 
com me das repertoires pour les 
passages du Kor'an relalifs au droit 
Ulamique, ne traitent que rnrement 
des preceptes moraux. 

Ainsi, personne, a notre con* 
naissance, n'a emiepris jusqu'ici 
de degager la loi morale du Kor'an 
dans son ensemble et n'a essaye 
d'en presenter les principes et les 
regies sjus la forme d'une structure 
coherente, independamment de Uni- 
tes ses attaches avec les discip- 
lines voisines. Et c'est cette tache 
que nous nous sommes propose 
d'accomplir ici, dans la mesure de 
nos moyens. 

II. Division et methode. 

Sous le vocable generique de 
loi morale, nous distinguoni com- 
me tout le monde deux branches 
differentes : theorie et pratique. 

Or notre etude du texte Kor- 
anique nous a revele, non seule 
ment la presence dans le Kor'an de 
ces deux branches de la science 
ethique, mais encore que la for- 
mule qu'il en donne atteint un 



degre de perfection qui ne laisse 
rien a desirer. 

Aspec pratique - Dans une pub- 
lication recente, nous avions con- 
sidere la morale pratique du Koi'an 
dans son rapport avec la sagesse 
ancienne, et nous avons pu en re- 
lever trois caractetes, que nous 
rappelons ici brievement. 

D'abord, en tant que gardlan 
et continuateur de la tradition, le 
Kor'an ie distingue deja ear cette 
immense etendue dans laquelie 
il a embrasse toute la substance 
de la loi morale qui restait dispe- 
rsee dans les enseignements des 
saints et des sages, londateurs et 
reformateurs eloignes les uns des 
autres a travers le temps et l'es- 
pace, et dont certains memes n'ont 
laisse aucun vestige. Ce cdte-la 
est peut-etre la caracteristique la 
plus saillante du Koran, mais 
non la plus precieuse si ia plus 
originate.

vue speciftquement moral, la theorie 
qu'on en donne depend dam une 
large mesure, sinon des vues per- 
sonnelles, du moins de 1'esprit 
d'ecole de leurs auteurs, le Koran 
n'etant cite par aux qu'a titre com- 
plementaire, conme illustration de 
telle ou telle conception deja ado- 
ptee. 

Sur le plan pratique, il est vrai, 
nous savons qu'Al-Ghazali avait 
essaye dans son ouvrage intitule 
"les Joyaux du Koran", d'analyser 
la substance Koranique et de la 
ramener a deux elements essentiels, 
1'un ay ant trait a la connaissance, 
1'autre a la conduite. II en venait 
a designer dans le premier ordre 
763 versets, et 741 dans le second. 

Malheureusement, cette sorte 
d'inventaire, qui constituait un pre- 
mier pas dans la preparation des 
materiaux a construire, n'etait pas 
suivie de l'elaboration necessaire 
puur en elever J'edifice. 

II faut reconnaitre, toutefois, 
que le choix de materiaux y a ete 
fait en somme d'apres une regie, 
e( que les versets choisis dans la 
section pratique coincident souvent 
avec I'objet de notre etude. II n'en 
est pas de meme de ext raits faits, 
soit par le cadi Abou-Bakr «1-

Koran" (Stamboul 1338 H), soit pare 
le cadi Abou Bakr Ibn el "Arabi, 
Malikite, mort en 542 H., dans son 
livre intitule egalemeni Abkame 
el-Koran (ed Sa'ada, Caire 1321 H.)

1 have prophe- 
sied about the faith of Mnhammad 
that it would be acceptable to the 
Europe of tomorrow as it is begin- 
ning to be acceptable to ihe Europe 
of today; The medieval ecclesiastics 
either through ignorance or bigotry 
painted Islam in the darkest colours. 

They were, in facet, tratined to 
hate the man Muhammed and his 
religion.

Ox'gen is out of mixture with 
othi«r gaset! in the apace and is 
always found in tte rate which iir 
necessary tor life. If oxygen were 
in the rate of 50, for examble, al! 
combustable elements in the world 
would burst into flame. 

On the other hand, the life of 
all plants depends upon the tiny 
measutes of carbw dioxide in the 
air. It is a scientific fact that the 
leaves of trees are functioning as 
the lungs in animals. Those leaves 
reduce carbon dioxide through the 
rays of th*> sun into carbon and 
oxygen.

How can we prove the existe- 
nce of God through reasonable ar- 
gument which is more accepted in 
our modern time ? 

ANSWER : 

If you have left your book on 
your desk and returned back to 
find that your book is in the drawer, 
you will be sure that someone has 
put in the drawer, for it is certain 
that the book cannot traasfer itself 
from its place. But if you find a 
certain person in two different times 
in two situatioas like sitting and 
lying down on the ground, you 
will not question his movements, 
because he can move by himself. 

Thus all things in the universe 
are created ; because we know from 
its nature and attributes that they 
cannot exist without a creator. 
Since the perfection of Godhead 
necessitates that God is in no need 
of others, we come to the conclu- 
sion that God is Existent and is no 
need of others lo bring Him to 
existence.

What is the first basis in the ' 
major prnciples of Islam which we 
should believe in ? 

The first basis of faith in Islam 
is to believe that God, the Al- 
mighty, is the Creator and Manager 
of this universe, and that his 
Mighty Being is beyond human com- 
prehension which is limited in 
vition and reason. 

The Prophet, therefore, ordered 
us to think over the creation of 
God, but not over His Being. It is 
reported through Ibn Abbas that 
some people tried to think about 
the Divine Being when the Prophet 
told them : * Think about the crea- 
tion and the work of God and not 
about his Mighty Being, for you 
could not judge God's essence." 
This is not an order from the 
Prophet against the freedom o f 
thought and mind, but is a saf* 
guard aganist misguidance f 
aganist the search after the 
known, which is beyond our m 
to comprehend. If human rr 
could not so far understand 



essense of electricity and magne- 
tism which are actually utilized by 
people, how, then, can come to 
comprehend the essence of God 
who described Himself in this 
Holy Verse : 

" Vision comprehends Him not, 
and He comprehends all vision, and 
He is the All- Kind, All- Knowing *'. 

Al-Shibly, the great Muslim 
mystic (mercy of God be upon him), 
said when he was asked : what is 
God ? : "He is the One and the 
Known to be beyond limits and 
words. " 

Someone asked Yahya ibn 

Mu'ath : " Tell me about God, the 

Almighty. " Yahya Said : " He is 

the One." " How is He ?", He was 

asked. " He is the Almighty ", he 

answered. " Where is He." he was 

isked again. " He is waching over 

everything ? he answered, " Then 

le enquirer said : " I did not ask 

>u about thin." Yahya answered: 

Nothing beyond this. The des- 

ition of the created is other 

the Attributes of the Creator." 
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He is a ideal example for the 
people. "Verily in the messenger 
of Allah you have a good example, 
for him who looketh unto Allah 
and the Last Day and rememberth 
Allah much." Hid relationshio with 
the Belivers is as the Quran Said : 

"The prophet is closer to the 
belivers than their selves." 

Every beliver is bound to ask 
for God's blessing for His prophet : 
"Allah and His angels Shower bles- 
sings on the prophet. ye who 
belive ! Ask blessings on him and 
Salute him with a worthy Solution." 

His apostolical mission was not 
confined to any paruoular race, 
community, time or place. The 
entire teaching of the Prophet 
Muhammad is based on the univer- 
sal path of submission to the one 
lord of the universe ; who created 



all seen alike as human beings, but 
divided themselves into groups and 
factions on the basis of race, clour, 
language, nationality ect ; 

The Quran explains that these 
differences are artificial, But one Sin- 
gle relation ship held them to gether; 
that is the bond of human brother- 
hood. There is one Sacred bond 
which could unite them inspite of 
all differences ; this is the commen 
worship of the one God. This is 
the fundamental teaching of the 
apostle. The Islamic faith is t» 
follow man's orginal nature as de- 
signed by God.

"Set thy purpose for religion 
as a man by nature upright the 
nature ( framed God ) in which He 
hath created man. There is no 
altering (the law of) God's creation. 
That is the right religion, but most 
men know not." 
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into a Single brotherhood. Then 
God sent the prophet Muhammad 
with a complet and perfect system 
of life for the mankind, and He 
called to people to build a universal 
brotherhood. The Qur'an declared: 

Say, man kind ! I am the 
messenger of Allah to you all. Him 
unto whom belongeth the soverignty 
of the heaven and the earth. There 
is no God Save him." 

The Lord of the mankind has 
prepared Him and blessed Him, 
from his childhood, inorder to be- 
come the ideal example for huma- 
nity in all walks of life. About 
the God's direction and protection, 
the Quran Says : 

"Did he not find thee an orphan 
and protect thee ? 

Did he not find erring and 
direct thee ? 

Did he not find thee destitute 
and enrich thee?" 

He is a apostle of Mercy for 
the world. "We sent thee not save 
as a mercy for the people " His 
position among the prophets is 
clear from this Quranic verse: 

" O Prophet I We have Sent 
thee as a witness and a bringer of 
good tidings and a warner, and as a 
Summener unto God by His permis- 
sion and as a lamp that giveth 
ht." 

The place of the apostle amonge 
Prophets is clear from the following 
verses : 



( 1 ) But how ( will it be with 
them ) When we bring of every 
people a witness, and we bring 
thee ( Muhammad ) a witness 
against these ? On that day those 
who disbelieved and disobeyed the 
messenger will wish that they were 
level with the ground, and they 
can hide no fact from Allah." 

(2) "And (be think you of) 
the day when we raise in every 
nation a witness against them of 
their own folk and we bring thee 
(Muhammad) as a witness against 
these ". 

( 3 ) " When Allah made ( His ) 
Covenant with the prophets, (He 
Said ) : Behold that which I have 
given you of the scripture and 
Knowledge. And afterwards there 
will come unto you a messenger, 
Confirning that which ye posses. 
ye shall believe in him and ye shall 
help him. He Said : Do ye agree, 
and will ye take up My burden 
( which I lay upon you ) in this 
( Matter ) ? They answered : We 
agree. He Said : Then bear ye 
witness. I will be a witness with 
you ". 

What is the place of His people 
among other nations ? The Quran 
Says : " Thus we have appointed 
you a middle nation, that ye may 
be witnesses againsi Mankind, and 
that the messenger may he a wit- 
ness against you". 

"Ye are the best Community 
that hath been raised up for man- 
kind".

The Prophets are the high peaks 
of the human society. They are the 
torch beare r s of truth and guidance 
to the people. And they are the 
apostles of peace and Divine path 
in the woild. They form the fore- 
line of thn righteous people upon 
them God has showered his favour 
and grace. The Qur'an Says : 

" Whose obeyeth God and the 
messenger, they are with those 
unto whom God haih shown favour, 
of the prophets and the saints and 
the martyrs and the righteous. The 
best of company are they ! " 

There was a chain of apostles 
whom God sent, one after another, 
as Divine messengers. The Qur'an 
Says : 

" We have sent a number of 
messengers before thee ( Muham- 
mad ), among them those of whom 
we have told thee something and 
others of whom we have not told 
thee anything. " 

The Qur'an has stressed the 
universality of Divine guidance and 
proclaimed that there have been 
countless ptophets in various places 
and at different times. " For every 
nation there has been a messenger." 
He sent every messenger with the 
language of people. As the Qur'an 
Says : " And we never sent a mes- 



senger save with the language of 
his people that he might make 
( the message of God ) clear for 
them. " 

The teachings of all prophets 
were basically the same, and each 
of them was confirming the other, 
and the Qur'an Said : 

" We have sent the book ( O 
Muhammad ! ) to thee with the 
truth, confirming the books sent 
down before it. " 

The Qur'an has repeatedly war- 
ned against discrimination among 
the prophets and the Holy books. 
It declared : " It is not righteous- 
ness that you turn your faces to 
the east or to the west but right- 
eous is he who belives in God and 
the Last Day and God's angels and 
the book and the prophets." 

When the prophet Muhammad 
has come, the followers of ihe 
various apostles and bo».ks had 
fallen into some great errors, like 
religious groupsm, narrow minded* 
ness. They forgot the object of 
religion, ignored the fundamental 
teachings of it. This condition led 
to mutual hatred, enmity and wars. 
The mankind was looking foreward 
to able guide who could sweep 
away all artificial differences and 
factions and reunite the people 
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Judgment or Reckoning. Man must 
be prepared to face the conseque- 
nces of his acts, as he expects 
•very thing else to have a known, 

natural and inevitable effect. Thir- 
dly, man should expect only justice, 
the due result of his acts, God is 
neither arbitrary nor revengeful. 

4 — In making submission to 
Him and acknowledging and see- 
king His help, it is not said merely 
that we worship Him and seek 
His help. It is said instead : 

" Thee ( alone ) we worship ; and 
Thee (alone) we ask for help." 
Not only has it fixed the relation- 
ship between man and his Lord, but 
it has also proclaimed in unequi- 
vocal terms the unity of God, and 
it closes all paths to polytheism, 
in whatever form. 

5 — The path of profit and 
grace is described as the straight 



path. The straight path is easier 
to recognise and follow, and the 
more one deviates from it the grea- 
ter the danger of one's going astray. 

6 — Often, however, it is not 
easy to distinguish which is the 
straight path Man is helpless, for 
the answer to the question is 
hidden in the womb of the future, 
and he can but proceed on the 
basis of his very limited knowledge 
and very restricted reason. He can 
then but seek the grace of God 
and pray : O Lord, direct us on 
the straight path, "the path" — for 
I know not which it is — of those 
on whom thou hast bestowed thy 
grace, not of those who have 
brought upon themselves thy wrath 
and have gone astray.

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This Sura, Al-Fateha, Sets forth 
these fundamemals, with incompa- 
rable effect, in wurds which are 
few and numbered and et soprenise 
and simple that they make a direct 
impact on the mind and heart of 
the reader. That is as v Should 
be, for the more simply a truth is 
stated the more convincing it is ; 
nature itself is simple and it is 
only artifice and ornamentation 
which make things complicated. So 
this sura says *he simples? things 
in the simplest word?,. It addresses 
God by those very attributes whose 
manifestations surround one all 
the time, even if one is ignorant or 
negligent enough not to notice j 
them ; it proclaims submission to 
the Lord of the Universe; it ack- 
nowledges His help in everything; 
it prays for the path of rectitude, 
avoiding the world's temptations 
and pitfalls. There is aparently 
nothing remarkable in all thii ; it 
contains no difficult thought or 
novel idea or esoteric formula. Now 
thsi' we have been repeating it 
countless limes and its message 
has been before mankind for cen- 
turies, it appears a common place; 
ye', when it was presented to 
the world there appeared to be 
nothing more obscure and strange. 

Very briefly, this short simple 
prayer, with out entering into any 
argument or even explanations, 



seti before mankind in the clearest 
possible terms the following basic 
spiritual lessons : 

1 One of the greatest spiri- 
tual errors of man has been to 
conceive of God as an awesome 
and terrifying being rather than as 
Love. The Sura, therefore, begins 
with HAMD, adoration through 
praise ; there is no reference to 
any fearsome aspect of divinity. 

2— The first attribute of God 
referred to is that of Robbil-Ala- 
mcen, the Cherisher, Nourisber end 
Sustainer of the Universe, and it 
contains two lessons. It tells man 
of God Who gives him alt he 
needs by way of sustenance, ma- 
terial and spiritual, so that he may 
protect himself from all evil and 
proceed to his full development. 
Secondly, it tells him that God is 
the God of the Universe, not of 
any part of it. There is no room left 
for any narrow mindedness, preju- 
dice and exploitation, Whether in- 
dividual, tribal, communal, racial, 
national, religious or of anv other 
kind, His grace and gifts are for all 
mankind, not tor any particular 
group or any particular religion. 

3— He ii the Lord of the Day 
of Judgment. Firstly, He is the 
Supreme Judge; to none else is 
it given to sit in judgment upon 
man. Secondly, there ii a Day of 
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The opening sura ( chapter ) of 
the Qur'an has been variously 
referred to as Fateha'ul-Kitab 
(the opening of the book), Ummul- 
Qur'an (the most prominent in the 
Qur'an or, alternatively, the essence 
of the Qur'an), Al-Kalia (the suffi- 
tient), Al-Kanz (the treasure), etc. 
The Qur'an itself gives a special 
piace to this chapter, for it refers 
to it thus : "we have bestowed 
upon thee the Seven oft-repeated 
and the great Qur'an" ( XV : 87 ) . 
The expression "Seven oft-repea- 
ted" it has been estabilished, refers 
to this chapter which contains 
Seven verses and which is repeated 
over and over again in prayers 
and also on other solemn occasions. 

The prominent place given to 
this chapter is due to the fact that 
it is not only the introduction to 
the Qur'an but also its essence. 
All that has been stated at length 
in the Qur'an about the funda- 
mentals of religion has been said 
in the seven brief verses of this 
chapter. If a man is unable to read 
anything else of the Qur'an but 
can master the meaning of these 
few short phrases, he will have 
fully grasped the fundamental pur- 
pose of religion and the path to 
truth and self - fulfilment. 

The entire sura is in the form 
of a prayer and its words are so 



simple and telling that even an 
uneducated person can understand 
them and be moved by them. It 
was with this in view that this 
chapter was made the central piece 
of Islamic litrature, and it is re- 
peated several times during each 
prayer and on all other solemn 
occasions. 

What are the fundamentals of 
true religion ? 

They can perhaps be reduesd 
to the following : 

a) To have a correct conception 
of the attributes cf God. The errors 
into which man has fallen in his 
worship of God have all emanated 
from his misunderstanding of God's 
attributes. 

b) To belive in the law of just 
returns. Everything in the world 
has particular properties and a na- 
tural effect, and so man's actions 
also have certain properties and 
effects; Good actions lead to good 
and evil actions to evil. 

c) To belive in life after death. 
Man's life does not end in this 
world; life will continue beyond it 
and man will continue to reap the 
returns of his actions. 

d) To recognise the path of 
rectitude and grace.
